The Japanese of groups (a} throvg! (e) are comparatively well tr te‘. These 
Japanese have saleries of from CJC 600,000 to CNC 1,500,000 © mh and are pro- 
vided with housing and food (rice and other cereals). The Japa: -.2 of group (f° 
ara not paid by the Peiping Kuom_nteng Headquarters but are perr.. ted to have 
jobs on the side. Some of them vork in such businesses as autor wile repeir anc 
breweries. The most unfortunate . panes are those of group (g}. Their treat- 
ment depends on the attitude of t} » staff members of the organization in which 
they are working, but the treatmer: is generally bad. In govermuont organizations 
the Japanese receive from CNC 160,.'00 to CNC 300,000 a month, ard are not furnishsd 
food or housing and are not permit ed to do any work on the side. It seems that 
Nenking regulations call for good .reatment but the Japanese in Paiping are 
exploited by intermediate official. In one governmental organ! tion the Japanese 
protested the exploitation, where: .0n the chief had two Japanese 2iled as 
suspected pro-Communists. The 4° ~ »b of being treated as pro-Cornmnist is one of 
the devices used by Chinese offic: ils who are exploiting the Japanese under them. 
A small group of corrupt Japenese who are in collusion with Chinuse officials, 
are living well on hidden properti:s. Japanese of this type are on the board ox 
directors of the Japanese residen‘3' association, They are oppcrSunists and will 
probably approach the Soviets whe:. the conditions indicate the ¢»-irability of 
so doing. 


Except for the doctors there are ‘ew university graduates among the retained 
Japanese. Host of these Japanese nave received no education beyond middle school 
or secondery technical school, «.vnsequently their understanding of the world 
situation is poor and they are ;.obably susceptible to Communist -ropageinda. 


The city government of Peiping has a list of 533 Japanese to be cupatriated. 

This figure, which i: the exec. number of Japanese ropistered fc repatriation, 
includes the approximately 100 reported (in paragraph 1) ready for repatrietion 
pius approximately 200 whe had remained illegally and who were gradually dise 
covered by the police office. (These 200 are not included in gc-ups (a) to (g) 
of paragraph § of this report). About half of the 200 Japanese 2 women.
